A long-anticipated document prepared 
by those dedicated to saving the town’s 
only high school contained a few surpris¬ 
es when released at a special council 
meeting Monday, dropping a bombshell 
in normally subdued quarters. 

The 34-page report released by the 
NDSS strategy committee chaired by 
town councillor Gary Zalepa Jr. included 
the expected—a recap of all the many 
good reasons for keeping the school open 
and a review of the actions that have led to 
a school board decision to close it. 

It was the recommendations to the 
province to save the school by looking to 
the future that caused a stir, with the 
option of a campus concept with one new 
building to educate all 750 Niagara-on- 
the-Lake high school students, including 
the Catholics who now go to Holy Cross in 
St Catharines and the Mennonites who 
choose Eden High School. 
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Campus could satisfy all students

The town hall was filled 
with concerned residents 
eager to hear how council 


would vote on the recom¬ 
mendation for what many 
were calling a “mega 

The report details the 
events that have led to the 
board’s decision to close the 
school: the lack of facility 
renewal for more than a 
decade; the hidden cost of 
“free transportation;’ fund¬ 
ing mismanagement; alter¬ 
nate programs, including 
Eden; the board’s failure to 
address a study that 
describes NOTL’s growing 
population; the many new 


programs developed by the 
community and the board’s 
failure to partner with the 
town to seek solutions. 

The brief states a new 
campus-type school could 
accommodate all students 
by appealing to their needs, 
including having a chapel 
on site and programs geared 
to offer a wide variety of 
courses. 

The controversial docu¬ 
ment elicited many different 
reactions, with the audience 
clearly and audibly divided. 

Zalepa defended the strat¬ 


egy, saying a lot of work 
went into preparing the doc¬ 
ument and to have the rec¬ 
ommendations thrown out 
would be a waste of time. 

“The committee is 
focused on keeping a high 
school in our community. 
Simply, that's it... We need to 
move quickly and with 
everything we’ve heard 
tonight, I think we can 
accommodate and facilitate 
those needs to make the 
document stronger,” he said. 

Zalepa said the idea of 
creating a campus school is 


to fix the problems that cur¬ 
rently drive students away 
from NDSS site. He said a 
new school of an appropri¬ 
ate size would attract stu¬ 
dents, but when the facility 
is left to slowly deteriorate, 
as it has been for the last 
decade, students will seek 
education in other places. 

“We have almost 800 kids 
eligible for high school in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake. I’m 
not saying the brief suggests 
forcing anybody to go any¬ 
where. We think we should 
at least have the facility to

attract students as it’s 
proven when a facility is 
poor, it pushes them away.”

Bill Morrison, speaking on 
behalf of the Friends of 
NDSS, said changes are 
inevitable and necessary 
with any type of evolution. 

“In today’s world, it is 
imperative that educators 
move forward and embrace 
new concepts and promote 
cost efficiencies, shared 
resources and the greening 
of our lifestyles,” he said. 

“In all aspects, the DSBN 
is failing our community. 
This group of students is 
vital to the everyday fabric 
that makes up Niagara-on- 
the-Lake.” 

While representatives 
from several local organiza¬ 
tions, including the 
Chamber of Commerce, the 
NOTL Kinsmen and the 
Virgil Business Association, 
voted in favour of doing 
whatever it takes to keep a

She said she would not 
like to see her children being 
a part of a proposed mega 
school as it goes against 
what many people in the 


community want. 

She is also concerned dis¬ 
cussions about locating the 
new elementary school—for 
public school students from 
Col. John Butler and Virgil— 
will delay a new school. 

“Over the last two years, 
this council has shown it 
cares only about the future 
of NDSS and has ignored 
elementary students, par¬ 
ents and the community. 
Now is the time to show that 
you are listening and willing 
to act on behalf of all people 
because we will not be 
ignored in the fall.” 

Niagara Catholic District 
School Board director of 
education John Crocco said 
in a letter to Lord Mayor 
Gary Burroughs that he is 
disappointed with the brief. 

“It is disconcerting that 
public officials would make 
such recommendations for 
an elected board of trustees 
which is not within the juris¬ 
diction of municipal coun¬ 


cil,” said Crocco. 

“We do not endorse this 
report given its reference to 
the Niagara Catholic District 
School Board, the legal 
rights of Catholic parents 
and their children, the gov¬ 
ernance of the [board] and 
specifically our board's mis¬ 
sion and mandate to provide 
a Catholic education to our 
students.” 

Kevin Ruddle, chairman 
of the Eden High School 
Advisory Board, voiced his 
concerns to councillors, 
mentioning how Eden High 
School has been the brunt of 
many attacks founded on 
incorrect information. 

This information carried 
over into the brief that 
would have been sent to 
Education Minister Leona 
Dombrowsky, he said. 

“It is time for us to clear 
the air and move forward to 
knit this community back 
together,” Ruddle said. 

“This can only be

achieved by understanding 
the facts and agreeing to 
conduct ourselves with 
integrity and acceptance, 
rather than the back-biting 
comments of the very vocal 
minority in this communi¬ 
ty” 

But the idea of the campus 
concept and attracting stu¬ 
dents from other schools is 
only an attempt to put some 
options on the table and get 


a discussion going, says 
Zalepa. But unfortunately 
the focus of the meeting 
shifted away from the possi¬ 
bility of everyone working 
together and offering choic¬ 
es for all students and 
instead became an emotion¬ 
al debate about what was 
just an option, he said. 

“We can’t let emotion stop 
us from having these con¬ 
versations that may find the 
solution," said Zalepa. 

At the end of the two and a 
half hour special council 
meeting, councillors voted 
on refining the brief from 
comments heard through¬ 
out the evening and seeking 
further public input before 
sending the document back 
to the town for approval and 
then to the education minis¬ 
ter for assistance with the 
town’s battle to keep its high 
school.

"Herculean efforts” began with com¬ 
pletion of a 24-month application 
process in just 12 weeks, a major feat 
made possible through the extraordinary 
efforts of the NDSS Principal, Mike 
Cockbum, and his teaching staff. 

“The excitement that was generated 
when NDSS received preliminary 
approval to continue to the next stage of 
certification was phenomenal and 
encouraged the Committee, the teaching 
staff and the community to go even fur¬ 
ther to realize the dream of IB.” 

Ten teachers from NDSS were certified 
in the IB program, training in math, 
English, science and music. 

“Our teachers have benefited from 
their experience. Their labours under¬ 
taken at Rice University in Houston and 
in California have already paid dividends 
in the classroom. All of the costs of their 
certification and travel were covered by 
funds raised by the IB Committee, gener¬ 
ously contributed by local residents who 
saw the value in the enhanced learning 
program potential of IB.” 

The school was scheduled for final 
inspection this winter, but “understand¬ 
ably,” says Collard, “the IB overseers 
from New York City saw no point in com¬ 
pleting the process if DSBN was deter¬ 


mined to close the facility." 

The town’s opportunity to offer 
enhanced education through the IB pro¬ 
gram expired on Jan. 31, the day the pre¬ 
liminary approval ran out 

To support the application, more than 
$50,000 was raised through the town’s 
annual Golf Tournament, The Virgil 
Business Association, the Friends of 
NDSS, the NOTE Rotary Club and the 
Virgil Stampede. The money raised paid 
for the application process, to join the 
Canadian Education Centre for interna¬ 
tional student recruitment and to pay for 
NDSS brochures. 

A total of $ 18,493.55 was invested by 
the committee in the professional devel¬ 
opment of the teachers employed at 
NDSS. 

“We know that students will benefit 
from the advanced skills earned by the 
teachers through this process. 
Regrettably, though, the town of NOTL 
and the larger community of Niagara will 
not benefit from the introduction of an IB 
High School program as the DSBN has 
declined the opportunity to explore the 
possibility of establishing an IB High 
School within the region,” says Collard. 

"The IB team is thankful to so many 
sponsors who agreed with our vision to 
build NDSS. We were just months away 
from realizing our dream.”

Newark Neighbours was 
started by Margaret Louise 
Anderson (Peggy) and Nikki 
Aitken in 1971 to help peo¬ 
ple less fortunate in our 
area.

became incorporated. They 
started off in Chautauqua 
and were in various loca¬ 
tions around town, includ¬ 
ing the boiler room of the 
Pillar and Post, before the 
bam was erected on land 
donated by Dr. Afrukteh, 
who then owned what is 
now the Riverbend Inn. 

The facility is run by vol¬ 
unteers, with no paid staff or 
government grants. 

Food boxes are given to 
those in need in the town of 
NOTL. There is also a thrift 
store which is open to any- 

Sheets and towels are 
always needed. Small appli¬ 
ances and TVs in good 
working order are accepted 


but there is no room for fur¬ 
niture and large appliances. 

In the spring bicycles are 
always needed, mostly by 
the offshore farm workers. 
They arrive with nothing so 
need pots and pans and 
linens as well. 

Peggy Anderson came to 
Canada from England as a 
war bride and setded in 
NOTL. Her home was the 
former slave cottage at the 
comer of Butler and John 
Streets, which has since 
been renovated by the 
Niagara Foundation. 

Peggy did various jobs 
including working on a 

Unfortunately Nikki 
Aitken died some years ago, 
but her efforts live on. 

Peggy was the driving 
force behind Newark 
Neighbours until her death 
in 1997. She would be 
pleased to know her project 
is still in operation and that 
her legacy continues. 

The town annually gives 
the Peggy Anderson Award 
to the Volunteer of the Year, 
and Anderson Lane leading 
to the library will remind the 
citizens of her contribution 
to the community.

Region wants transit to connect municipalities 


Intercity transit 
moving for¬ 
ward—but 
municipal costs a 
concern. 


After years of debate and 
study, the starting blocks for 
a Regional public transit 
system may be one step 
closer to reality. 

At its meeting on January 
28, Regional Council passed 
a motion authorizing its

staff to move forward with 
Phase 2 of the Inter- 
Municipal Transit Work 
Plan. 

Essentially, what this 


means is that transit con¬ 
sultants will be hired to 
devise a conceptual model 
initially connecting the 
cities of Niagara Falls, 
Welland and St. Catharines. 

The ultimate goal is to fur¬ 
ther develop this triangular 
service hub and provide 
affordable and reliable tran¬ 
sit services for all Niagara 
residents - within the sur¬ 
rounding municipalities, as 
well as to outside regions, 
including the Greater 
Toronto Area. 

However, before any actu¬ 


al plan moves forward, there 
are a number of matters that 
must be sorted out. 

Under the Municipal Act, 
the authority for transit rests 
with the lower-tier munici¬ 
palities. 

If the Region is to serve as 
a coordinating body, it must 
have approval from member 
municipalities to become a 
transit operator. 

In theory, many people 
will embrace the benefits of 
an affordable and accessible 
transit system here in 
Niagara - particularly one 


that connects the 3 larger 
urban municipalities. 

However, my concern 
rests with the costs for this 
system, how they will be 
divided across the Region, 
and most importantly, how 
any new system will impact 
Niagara-on-the-Lake’s tax¬ 
payer. 

Town staff will soon be 
conducting a survey to 
determine our own local 
transit needs. We will look 
into the travel habits of 
potential transit users trav¬ 
elling both within and out¬ 


side our boundaries. 

For now, there are more 
questions than answers. I 
hope to report back on this 
issue in the Spring once the 
Region outlines the costs for 
the Phase 2 model. In the 
meantime, I encourage resi¬ 
dents to stay involved with 
this important issue.

We are concerned about 
buying local, with the fresh¬ 
est of food and variety. 
Haitians are having a diffi¬ 
cult time just getting food to 
survive. Many are hungry. 

Running water is limited. 
Pumps are not working. The 
infrastructure has to be put 
back together. 

We see pictures of cases of 
bottled water being distrib¬ 
uted. Recycling plastic bot¬ 


tles is the least of their wor¬ 
ries. They need clean drink¬ 
ing water any way they can 
get it. Water-borne diseases 
are rampant. 

We have washrooms. Our 
bodily wastes disappear 
down the toilet seldom to be 
thought of again. Many 
Haitians do not have toilet 
facilities which will lead to 
disease. 

Conserving water with 
low flow toilets is not rea¬ 
sonable, almost laughable. 

Conserving electricity is 
not practical in many areas 
as there is none. 

We complain about our 
landfills quickly filling to 
capacity. Can you imagine 
the amount of waste gener¬ 
ated with so many buildings 
destroyed? 


We complain, with just 
cause, of the long wait times 
in hospital emergency 
rooms. At least we have a 
hospital structure with up to 
date medical equipment. 

In Haiti, people are afraid 
to go into their hospital for 
fear it will collapse. Patients 
are in tents, with little priva¬ 
cy and limited medical 
equipment available. 

We have homes to protect 
us from the elements. 
Protection for the sun, heat 
and rain is just as important 
as the cold and snow for us 
in Ontario. To assume oth¬ 
erwise is closed-minded. 

We have laws in place to 
limit idling time for vehicles 
in parking spots. Travelling 
around Haiti is difficult. 

We collect a huge amount 


of 'stuff'. Imagine having 
your home destroyed and 
losing everything. Some 
already know what that feels 
like. 

The Haitians are lacking 
what we take for granted. 

For me I am grateful for 
what I have. My heart goes 
out to those in need. 

You can donate money, 
clothing and other useful 
items to charitable organiza¬ 
tions targeting Haiti. Do not 
forget there are other worth¬ 
while organizations too.

> Scam artists know 
how to push ail the 
right buttons, 
police warn seniors. 

The number of times a scam 
against seniors has been suc¬ 
cessful in recent months has 
fraud squad police concerned. 

At least Niagara six seniors 
have handed over an average of 
$4,000 to $5,000 each to scam 
artists who pretend they are 
working for a local bank or cred¬ 
it union, says Det. Sgt. Paul 
Spiridi of the Niagara Regional 
Police fraud unit. 

He has also received a num¬ 
ber of complaints from seniors 
who have been contacted but 
haven’t fallen for the scam, he 


And those are just the ones he 
knows about. A scam artist 
could make 200 calls a day, and 
if he finds one senior who falls 
for his story, it’s worth his while. 

This past weekend, two sen¬ 
iors lost significant amounts of 
money by falling prey to the 
scam—one in St. Catharines 
and one in Fort Erie—but there 
are complaints of phone calls in 
every municipality across the 
region. 

The suspect will tell the senior 
that he could help his bank 
identify a dishonest employee 
by withdrawing a sum of 
money—usually several thou¬ 
sand dollars—and delivering it 
to the suspect at a location away 
from the financial institution, 
promising to have the money 
returned to the senior’s account. 

There are also likely seniors

who have lost money, and either 
don’t realize it—it could take a 
while before they see that the 
money has never been returned 
to their account—or they are 
just too embarrassed to admit 
they have been taken, he says. 

Those who are most likely to 
be sympathetic to the fraud 
artist are seniors who have been 
banking at the same financial 
instituhon for most of their lives, 
and rather than using debit 
cards go into their bank or cred¬ 
it union so they can chat with 
the employees they have come 
to know well. 

"These guys know all the right 
buttons to push. They are just 
very good at what they do.” 

And Niagara, with die second 
highest concentration of seniors 
across the country, is a good 
trolling place for them. 

But seniors need to know that 
at no time will any financial 
instituhon or the police enlist 
the assistance of the public in 
apprehending any suspect in 
such a manner, says Spiridi. 

And while he says it would be 
great to catch the suspect, in the 
meantime, he wants to protect 
other seniors from becoming 
victims. He calls on family 
members and neighbours to 
discuss this ongoing scam with 
their vulnerable relatives and 
friends to prevent them from 
being taken in.

Every shift, police patrolling 
Niagara-on-the-Lake roads are 
handing out two or three fines to 
drivers using cell phones. 

Const. Joe Nardilli says Niagara 
Regional Police are in fidl enforce¬ 
ment mode when it comes to the 
use of cell phones or other dis¬ 
tracting devices while driving. 

Hand-held devices, including 
blackberries, were outlawed by the 
province last October, with a three- 
month grace period to educate 

Officers of the Niagara Regional 
Police and police across Ontario 
began enforcing the legislation 
Feb. 1, and more tickets were 
handed out that first day to drivers 
on cell phones in Niagara than in 
Toronto. 

Across Niagara, 15 drivers were 
handed tickets of $155, said 
Det.Sgt. Cliff Priest, in charge of 
the NRP’s traffic division, while in 
Toronto only 12 drivers were fined. 
During the first week, Operation 
Distraction saw 52 tickets issued by 
the NRP. 

Although all hand-held devices 
are covered in the ban, all of the 
tickets Const. Nardilli has handed 
out in NOTL so far have been for 
cell-phone use, but he said it’s just 


as easy to see a driver is distracted 
by texting or reading a text—he just 
hasn’t caught them yet. 

“This is full enforcement. There 
are no breaks anymore. When the 
legislation first passed we gave out 
warnings, but there are no more 
warnings. This (cell-phone use) is 
just another cause of motor vehicle 
collisions in the area, and we are 
doing everything we can to put a 
stop to them.” 

The distracting devices legisla¬ 
tion gives police one more tool to 
help reduce fatal and serious colli¬ 
sions on NOTL roads, he said. 

“We see that far too often in 
NOTL.” 

While he says he sees mostly 
young people on cell phones, he 
has also fined business people who 
are hurrying from appointment to 
appointment and using their vehi¬ 
cle as an office on wheels. 

Of the drivers he has fined, most 
were aware that the law had 
changed, but not of the end of the 
grace period, he said, despite the 


fact that there has been extensive 
notification through radio and 
newspapers. 

“They tend to be surprised by 
the fine. But I would rather issue a 
$155 fine as opposed to showing 
up at a fatality.” 

He hasn’t had anyone respond 
with anger, he says—local drivers 
are well aware that road safety is a 
big concern in NOTL, and under¬ 
stand the legislation is meant to 
protect them. The majority realize 
that what they're doing is unsafe 
and could potentially lead to a 
major injury or even death, he 
said, and one driver said he knew it 
was “just a matter of time” before 
he was pulled over. 

They also appreciate that the 
police and the town are working 
together to make roads safer. 

Nardilli says from his observa¬ 
tions, it’s too early to say how well 
the legislation is working. 

But in time it will, he said, as 
drivers begin to realize "if v 
them, we’ll pull them o\

Festival weathering 
tough times thanks 
to large bequest 

Despite on-going labour negotiations, 
the Shaw Festival has reason to cele¬ 
brate as it prepares for the coming sea¬ 
son—it has eliminated a five-year accu¬ 
mulated deficit. 

The announcement of the good news 
came at the recent annual general meet¬ 
ing with the financial report to the board 
of governors. 

Shaw has been in a deficit situation for 
the past five years, but received “a 
remarkable bequest” from long-time 
Festival patron Mona Campbell, a well- 
known philanthropist and arts support¬ 
er who died in 2008. She had been a 
generous Shaw donor for more than 20 
years, attended performances regularly, 
and left the Festival $2.5 million. 

Executive director Colleen Blake said 
prudent budgeting and cost-savings 
during the 2009 season, buoyed by sig¬ 
nificant bequests and gifts, helped the 
Festival weather turbulent economic 

Marketing grants from both the feder¬ 
al and provincial governments also 
aided in a major increase in sales. 

A recent economic impact study indi¬ 
cated that the total economic impact of 
The Shaw Festival is estimated at $76.6 
million annually. It receives an estimat¬ 
ed 78,300 tourists throughout the sea¬ 
son, nearly half travelling from outside 
Canada, and of the Festival-goers sur¬ 
veyed, 100 per cent of respondents rated 
their experience as excellent or good. 

The Shaw Festival supports hundreds 
of jobs and $20.9 million in tax revenue 
at all levels of government.
